/COLORADO needs help. The 
\s flood at Pueblo and in the 
neighboring regions has be- 
come a disaster of national im- 
portance. Large numbers of 
people have been rendered 
homeless, and many have been 
deprived of the opportunity of 
•elf-support. 
Agriculture in 
that section of Colorado is de- 
fMfodent upon irrigation. 
The 
rains broke the dams, loosen- 
ing the floods of precious water | 
which had been stored in reser- 
voirs against the time of burn- 
ing need. Farmers who pro- 
duced melons and other fruits 
of various kinds enjoyed by the 
nation cannot again till the soil>| 
until the dams are restored. 
An event comparable to a war, 
an event more important in the 
tradition of the race than a war, 
has come to the people who live 
in Pueblo section of Colorado. 
Will the country give aid ? 
' 


If the case were war no doubt 


of the nation's response would 


. exist. "Millions for defense,", 
or, in more modern terms, bil- 
lions for defense, would be 
,quickly voted. Billions are not 
needed in this emergency—na-'| 
ture is not so prodigal a waster 
as is mankind. Just a few mil-' 
lions are required. The cost in. 
terms of the federal budget is 
perhaps a fourth or a fifth of 
the sum involved in the build- 
ing of a battleship. 
Congress 
is willing to build many battle- 
ships, the purpose being to pro- 
tect the country against some as 
yet undefined and uncertain 
calamity. Here, howeVer, are 
suffering and loss which make 
as valid an appeal for protec- 
tion and relief as does war it- 
self. 
The farmers of 
the 


Arkansas River and of the 
creeks which flow into it can 
alone no more rebuild the stor- 
age reservoirs than they could 
stage a naval w'r against some 
neighboring power. 


From a selfish standpoint also 


£he nation should undertake to 
assist Colorado. 
Unemploy- 


ment is at a high level. The 
Stoppage of production means 
worklessness and tragedy in the 
lives of millions of the citizens 
and residents of this country. 
The only known method of re- 
ducing unemployment is to 
provide employment. The ap- 
proved way to achieve this end 
is to defer needed public works 
from times of prosperity to 
seasons of depression and to 
build as much as is possible dur- 
ing the daj's when private em- 
ployment is slack. The irriga- 
tion dams destroyed last week 
are essentially public works. 
By financing the reconstruction 
so sorely needed by the people 
of Colorado the United States 
can do something toward quick- 
ening the general industrial re- 
covery- Self-interest thus forti- 
fies generosity. 


In his menage to Governor 


Shoup President Harding said: 
"If the federal government can 
be of any axl to you. pray do 
not hesitate to advi?e me. be- 
cause all the people of the Uni- 
ted States are touched by the 
sorrow and distress which have 
come to the peop'e of Colo- 
rado." 
In saying that the 


President justly spuke the mind 
of the country. 
That honor- 


able feeling must not, however, 
be dissipated in utterances of 
condolence. It should be ex- 
pressed in practical assistance. 
A fraction of the co?t of a 
battleship will rebuild Colo- 
rado. Congress should lead the 
way.
